the cogol weather, but two sowings 
can be made, one at the earhiest pos- 
sible moment ‘and ‘the other ten days 
later, but by using early, medium and 
late varieties the season can be ex. 
tended up to six weeks. 


PLANTING AND THINNING 

Seed should not be sown ‘too deep 
and plants should not be allowed to 
grow too close together. Very fine 
seed like tthat of alyssum, for  in- 
stance, is best mixed with a little 
sand and the mixture sown, other- 
wise the seed will no go very far and 
will be put in much to close togeth- 
er. With such smail seed merely 
pressing into finely prepared soil will 
be sufficient. The general rule is to 
sow ito a depth of three times the 
diameter of the seed. This will mean 
pressing in most flowers except 
things like Caster Beans, Nasturti- 
ums and Sweet Peas, which are large 
and should ibe covered about an inch 
deep. Bulbs or corms, like the Dah- 
lia, and Gladiolus may be put down 
quite a piece, from four inches to a 
foot. Fine vegetable seed such as 
lettuce and carrots is merely pressed 
well into the soil and raked lightly 
over, beets buried about half an inch 
and beans and peas about an inch. 
Thinning of both flowers and vege- 
tables is most important after the 
plants are up an inch or so. With 
flowers a good rule is ito have half as 
much space between as the plants 
will be high. This will be about a 


tunias and Asters, two to ithree feet 
between Cosmos and Dahlias but only | 
an inch or sq sepanating tiny Allys- 
sum, Lobelia and other edging plants. 
Well spaced flowers will be more 
sturdy and thus resist heavy wind 
and rain. Even the smallest vegeta- 
tables such as lettuce and _ radish, 
must be thinned out too. An inch or 
so will be sufficient and that is also 
all the room that will be needed for 
carrots and beets because when these 
things have developed roots an inch 
thick and two or ithree inches long 
every other plant should be removed 
and used, and this proceeding follow- \ 
ed until the whole row is used up. 


SOWING AND RESOWING 


First flowers to be sown are those 
very hardy which naturally produce | 
themselves in Canada, such as Cos- 
mos, California Poppy, Alyssum, Cal- 
endula and Candytufit. In the sec- 
ond group are the Zinnia, Marigold, 
Nasturtium, Stocks, Aster and Pe- 
tunia, which do not stand _ serious 
frost, and of the tender things, which 
must be held back until all danger of 
freezing is over are the Dahlias, 
Cannas, and Gladiolus. As the latter 
are all bulbs and do not come up un- 
til a week or so afiter planting they 
may be risked within a few days of 
the arrival of really warm weather. 

One is well advised to save a little 
seed of each variety from all plamt- 
ings in order tto fill in ‘inevitable 
“misses"’ caused by drought, wash- 
ings, or other things beyond control. 
In the perennial flower bed, there 
will also be gaps where winter-kill- 
ing has occurred. These may be fill- 
ed in with quick growing annuals.

CLEAN UP 


It goes without saying that those 
places which are cleaned regularly 
do not require a special cleaning hhe- 
cause \they never have a chance to 
become dirty.

The title ‘“‘medicine ca- 
binet” is a courtesy (title in many in- 
stances. The so-called medicine ca- 
binet is commonly used as a store 
house for all sorts of toilet accessor- 
ies and shaving requisites to say 
nothing of other odds and ends. 

Nevertheless it is customary, among 
other (things, to use tthe medicine ca- 
binet as the final resting place for 
self prescribed and medically-pre- 
scribed medicines ithat have been us- 
ed by the family. 


It would be difficult to find any 
satisfactory explanation for hoardiag 
remnants of medicines either in bot- 
tles or boxes, except it be ‘that there 
is a general aversion to ‘throwing 
anything away. Drugs that have 
been kept for some ‘time may be 
worthless having lost their potency; 
some change their character stand- 
ing in solution; in ‘the case of others, 
the solvent may have’ evaporated. 
In any case, medicines prescribed as 
treatment for one patient should not 
be given another just because the 


first patient was apparently thelped 
by them.

Clean out ithe old partially used, 
medicines from the cabinet. Get rid 
of the odds and ends which litter the 
shelves and make it difficult to keep 
them clean. Medicine glasses, 
spoons, nose droppers and such like | 
are not fit to use umtil 'tthey have! 
been washed and sterilized by boil-'! 
ing. To avoid the possibilities of 
actual harm and tto secure results, 
use only fresh medicines as prescrib- 
ed and (then take them out of clean 
containers. 


A special word of warning fis in or- 
der. regarding poisons. Every year, 


a number of lives are’ sacrifited: be- 


cause of someone’s carelessness. in 
keeping poisons at home. The safest 


way is not (to keep any poisons at all. 
\If any are kept, and ithis is seléom |; 


necessary, they should be in a locked 
cupboard or in a cupboard which is 
definitely out of the reach of any 
children. Adults too may make mis- 
takes in reaching ‘into ithe medicine 
cabinet. The poison bottle or con- 
tainer should be of a ‘ distinctive 
shape and well labelled so that, at 
touch or sight, it will not be mistak- 
en for something else. 


Clean-up the medicine cabinet to 


be safe. 


As with other crops, the surface 
soil of the rose bed should be kept 
loose by frequent shallow hoeing or 
raking.

THE MANAGEMENT OF HOUSE 
PLANTS 

In the management of plants in 
the home ‘there are many points that 
call for attention. Sometimes a 
plant does not grow well because of 
lack of food. In that case, so long 
as the roots have not become bound 
there is no need to re-pot ‘the plant. 
Indeed, re-potting would cause & 
needless check to its growth, and the 
best thing to do is to scrape away 
the surface soil down to the roots 
and replace by a rich soil containing 
25 per cent of ground bone. 

Correct watering is also an impor- 
tant procedure. Provided tthe plants 
have proper drainage, water should 
be applied until it runs through the 
bottom of the pot. Too frequent wa- 
tering is often the cause of non-suc- 
cess because the water wets the soil 
so much ‘that the air cannot pass 
through the mould or earth. To pro- 
vide proper drainage, tthe hole at the 
bottom of the pot must not be clog- 
ged up. Small pots need not have 
the hole shielded at all, Mut larger 
pots, say, all pots over four-inches 
wide at the top, require pieces of 
broken pots or pebbles placed in the 
bottom and covered with spaghnu or 
rough sod to prevent the soil from 
washing down and choking the ven- 
tilation by filling up the spaces be- 
tween the broken pieces. 

Air in ithe average home is usually 
dry, a condition particularly inviting 
to the red spider. Dryness may be 
decreased by evaporating water in 
the room and by syringing the foli- 
age of tthe plants on bright days. 
Thick-leaved plants may be sponged 
with water containing whale oil soap. 
On pleasant days, the plants should 
get as much air as possible. At night 
plants do best in a ‘temperature ten 
to fifteen degrees lower than ‘they 
need during the day. Most species 
used as house plants require no more 
than fifty or fifty-five degrees Fah- 
renheit during the night and they 
will not suffer injury if tthe ‘ther 
mometer falls to forty, although such 
a temperature maintained over 4&4 
long period of time would check 
growth.

Dear Sir—At the Social Credit 
meeting held here on tthe 9th instant 
I understood the speaker tto say that 
a Calgary Bank had recently refused 
to meet the demand of a $5,000 de- 
positor for payment in currency. I 
might say that during many years 
service in various city branches I 
never knew of any such branch of 
our bank failing to immediately pay 
in currency, if requested, the credit 
balance of any depositor. Iit has been 
the practice at country branches, 
particularly since the outbreak of 
robberies a few years ago, to keep 
currency holdings at the minimum. 
There is, for one thing, hardly any 
call for lange payments of currency 
at country points, and it is the cus- 
tom for branches to requisition their 
main office in the province at  fre- 
quent intervals for their currency re- 
quirements. For (‘this reason, if a 
very lange depositor wished to with- 
draw his Savings Account at a coun. 
try branch in currency, he might 
have to wait, say, 24 hours for part 
of his money. It was said that there

‘at its present rate of speed, it will 
turn out more decrees this year than 
the plant at Reno. 

The Juarez mail-order divorce law 
was passed by ithe Chihuahua state 


money-making venture it was a mas- 
ter stroke of jurisprudence. Aimed 
directly at the slow and complex di- 
vorce laws of the United‘States, it is 
diverting divorce-minded American 
couples from their home courts by 
the droves. In 1933, the second of its 
establishment, the Juarez mill 
round out 2500 American decrees, 
representing a gross income of $500,- 
000. And this from an industry that, 
has not yet cut is eye ‘teeth. \ 
To illustrate the dispatch of the 
Juarez divorce court, let us ‘take as 
an example a recent letter from a 
movie actress living in Hollywood to 
a divorce specialist with offices in El 
Paso, Texas, across the Rio Grande 
from Juarez. The film star wrote on 
a Thursday: 
Dear Sir: 


If you can secure me Juarez di- 
vorce as quickly as you did for a 
friend of mine, I should like to get 
{one through you. 

My friend tells me that your fee 
\is $200, half down and the balance 
when the decree is received. I am 
enclosing my check for $100, also a 
signed statement from my thusband 
giving his consent to the divorce. 
Sincerely yours, 
_P.S. Please send the decree by air- 
mail.

jand Friday. But on Saturday morn- 
jing she received a letter containing 
;her Juarez guarantee of freedom. 
Not a day was lost. She was never 
within 1000 miles of the courtroom 
where her decree was issued and 
|consequently was not subjected to 
‘the embarrassment of a public hear- 
‘ing. No scandal-loving public read 
the spicy details of the case in the 
newspapers—for the reason that the 
petition contained no details. Nor 
was ‘there any uncertainty, for ‘the 
granting of the divorce was practi- 
cally assured from ithe moment she 
made up her mind ito get one. 

The Juarez divorce court was was 
established to grant divorces, not to} 
refuse them. Each decree yields $40 
in taxes, and the collection of taxes 
lis an obligation. which the Mexican 
| politician assumes with the utmost 
' personal zeal. Only one divorce has 
been refused in the court, and that 
was due to the wife-defendant in the 
case beating her husband tto it by 
getting a divorce of her own in an- 
other court. 

Of the 32 “divorce specialists” 
practicing in the Juarez court, only 
\13 are bona fide attorneys. The oth- 
19 tell their American clients that 
they are lawyers, but actually have 
no legal standing. The Mexican 
| constitution permits anyone to prac- 
, tice in ‘the law courts of the Repub- 
lic, and anyone who cares ito print 
;“‘attorney” on his business card may 
set himself up as a divorce specialist. 

Juarez divorces are of two classes: 
mutual consent and “contested.’’ Mu- 
tual consent divorces are obtainable 
‘in one day or, for tthis matter, one 
,minute. A flourish of the pen in the 
‘fingers of tthe judge and—presto!— 
husband and wife are no longer one. 
The establishment of residence, a 
source of inconvenience and delay in 
the U.S.A., is a mere triviality to the 
Juarez court. That is all settled 
when ‘the attormmey writes tthe name 
' of the client in the census book in the 
city hall. 

Contested divorces—which in real- 
ity are almost never contested—are a 
little more complicated, requiring a 
minimum of 20 days to be effective. 
| There are 20 grounds for a contest- 
ed divorce. In their eagerness to in- 
clude every possible reason that 
might suggest itself to a  divorce- 
hankering mate, the fathers of the 
law did not overlook anything. But 
‘their work was practically complete 
with Ground No. 19—‘Incompatibil- 
‘ity of temperament.” Nine-tenths of 
the contesting spouses offer this as 
their excuse. Contested cases, as are 
mutual consent, are nearly all handl- 
ed through the mails; it is not neces- 
sary for either plaintiff or defendant 
‘to appear personally before’ the 
‘judge. Given power of attorney, the 
divorce specialist can handle all ne- 
cessary (litigation.
